Charles Walser Takes Paris Green 


and Expires. 


Charles Walser,the well-known drayman 
nd brother of Ben Walser, expired this 
lorning between 8 and 9 o'clock at his 
ome, 761 East Woocl street. He had 
one home last evenii.g and was sitting 
n the porch until after 10 o'clock, when 
e took a dose of what be thought to be 
ninine and retired. Instead, he had 
aken about a half teaspoonful of Paris 
green, and'shortly afterward he became 
uite sick. The fact that he had taken 


poison was not discovered until 


bout three o'clock this morning. Dr. 
)rury wae summoned, but it was too 
at*. The poison had done its work, 
xiioner Perl held an inquest this morn- 
ng. The jurymen were W. C. Foster, G. 
W. Drury, 8. Trowbridge, John H. My- 
rs, Charles H. Bottenhorn and Adam 
eeforth. The witnesses were John B. 


Hornstein, Mrs. Walser, wife of the de- 
eased, and Dr. Drury. The testimony 
rought out the fact that Mr. Walser 
ad used Paris green last Thursday at 
lis jilace in the country to kill potato 
ugs. He had a quantity of the poison 
n one of his vest pockets, and quinine 
n another pocket. He had made a fatal 
mistake in the darkness. A verdict of 
ccidental poisoning was returned by tie 
iiry.

months and 22 days, was a native of Gwr- 
many, and had been a resident of Deca- 
nr 31 years.

We have now 
ver 300 inmates, and more coming in almost 
ally. Our officers are kind and brave soldiers, 
und treat the humblest private (if he behaves 
imself) as though he were a Grant, a Logan, or 
Wellington. Our commanding general, Charles 
. Lippincott, is at present partially disabled by 
stroke of paralysis, which came upon him a 
hort time since while at the post of duty. We 
all hop.; his life will be spared, as no man, per 
aps, in Illinois is better qualified to superln- 


a "Soldiers' Home." Our cottages, one 


assigned to each company, are handsome brick 
uildings, and are neatly and nicely furnished 
or the convenience and comfort of the inmates. 
)nr rations are good and plenty of them, all 
Booked aad prepared at the " Cook House," and 
rought around to each cottage on a hand car, 
where men are detailed to receive them and 


lace them upon the table. The utterly helpless 
ick are in the "Home Hospital," where a kind 
nd skillful physician, Dr. McMahan, is in daily 
ttendance to relieve suffering as much as he 
an. Three soldiers have died since the opening 
f the Home. A few days since one poor fellow 
conquered the last enemy, passed the last re- 
lew, and let us hope that the " beautiful gates" 
wung open wide as he marched into the Eter- 
al City and reported for duty to the Grand 


Commander of the home beyond. 
We all 


marched out to the " Green Hill," and laid him 
[own in a soldier's grave, where he- will sleep 
.way the years, 
* 


" Oh! not in cruelty, not in wrath, 
The Keaper came this way; 
An angel visited this camp, 
And took a soldier away." 


Soon we will all answer the last roll call, and 
eport for duty on the other side. But as long 
as invalid soldiers remain, how thankful we all 
jnght to be to the people of Illinois for provid- 
ng us such a comfortable and beautiful home, 
We have a nice library, made up of choice books, 
magazines, and many of the daily and weekly 
japers of Illinois reach the Home. We have 
preaching almost every Sabbath by ministers of 
different Christian denominations, telling us 
about the lovely " Nazarene." Most of the sol- 
diers are very orderly and well behaved, as be- 
omes all soldiers who wear the uniform of their 
cuntry and in the nation's dark and trying hour 
d<fended the dear old flag.

Exquisitely embroidered fabrics in 


Gobelin color-, are combined with vel- 
vet, gauze and l.ice ; and theie are em- 
broideietl silks tint h.i.e gold, siher, 
beads and spangles intt-imixed, which 
are very rich aid effectiie. 
Beaiis in 


blick and all fashionable colors appeal 
is an embellishment on almost everj- 
fabric used for millinery, ai.d hats ami 
bonnets aie made entirely of beads, 
black and colored, strung on wires and 
interlaced in a trellis pattern, a wired 
lace to match forming or supplement- 
ing the brim. 


Flowers are employed in profusion, 


and the handsomest are made of vel- 
vet, which imparts to them the deep 
rich tints characteristic ol the darker 
varieties. A trellis bonnet, made en- 
tirely of fine jet, is trimmed with vel-

Brims 


are of irregular widths; sometimes 
quite broad in front, quite narrow at 
one side and at the back, and so wide 
on the other side that when turned up 
against the crown, as most of them 
are, the} reach quite to the top of it 
There are slupes like English walking 
tiats. with the brim turned up sharplj 
and close to the crown at the sides, the 
front square and projecting, and no 
bum at all at the back; and the same 
iffect is noticeable in hats with the brim 
outstanding in front and at the sides, 
ind either cut off or pinched up into 
flutes or turned up squarely against 
the crown. In these shapes the tiim- 
cning is almost invariably disposed 
it the back.

There is not a thing in the way 
of soil production which enters into the 
list of prime necessities that 
is not 


grown here with the greatest ease, in the 
most luxurious abundance and with rea- 
sonable certainty. The great staples of 
life, breadstuff's and meat, are produced 
here in limitless quantities, and there 
are scarcely any bounds to the lapabili- 
ties of the country in this regard. Such 
a country is capable of sustaining a pop- 
ulation besides which our present num- 
bers .ire amall indeed. The soil is not 
yet half fanned; every forty acres of 
prairie land, when cultivated as it should 
be, would not only support but enrich a 
family. With such capabilities in our 
soil it is almost impossible to estimate 
the vastness of the population that can 
be sustained and made to prosper in this 
fertile region. Such hordesjjf agricul- 
turists as could subsist and prosper here 
would require the labor of still other 
millions in the forge, the workshop, the 
store, the mine, the office and the thou- 
sand other fields of usefulness that per- 
tain to a great population. And it 
should not be forgotten that no country 
can so successfully combat hard times, or 
so long stand out against adversity, as 
that country where agriculture is the 
primary occupation of the people. It is 
less subject to the vicissitudes of busi- 
ness than that in which mining, manu- 
facturing or trade engages the attention 
of the masses, sinco rjt produces those 
commodities which (jo to sustain life, and 
which the world must have or perish.

These are some of the things that go to 


make up the almost unparalleled advan-

it. There are other reasons that we shall 
refer to at some other time. Decatur 
people should remember them, talk about 
them, act upon them, and they will do so 
when they come to believe and appreci- 
ate them.

A revival inside 
the church, among its own members, is 
always a 
prerequisite to a religious 


awakening 
among 
the unbelievers. 


Therefore, if we want Decatur to grow, 
to increase in business and population 
and wealth we must show to those whom 
we would influence that we believe im- 
plicitly in our own superior resources 
and advantages and <Te must be willing 
to put up our own accumulated dollars 
to show the faith that is in ta. We must 
believe, we must talk, we most unite, we 
must put up our means to help along 
every good movement that will tend to 
add to our importance and increase in 
prosperity. And it is not the work of a 
day, either. It must be kept up per- 
sistently—without intermission, 
and 


with a single end in view.

DAKOTA BANKING. 


How the Fe«>i>le of Thnt Territory Sttnd 


by Their Friends. 


I ran across a New York man the 


other d:iy who is largely interested in 
the banking business of Dakota. The 
conversation drifted into a discussion 
of the character of the people out 
there. 
"They may be rough in their 


manners," said he, "and uncouth in, 
their ways, but: they stand by a man 
when he is ia trouble and they never 
forget a friend. 
I had an opportuni- 


ty," he went on, "to test this trait not 
many years ago. The bank of the 
town where I was staying found it- 
self greatly embarrassed one fine day 
by the failure of its principal corres- 
pondent in the Territory. This fact 
became known late in the afternoon 
of the day that the news of the failure 
reached the town. A run on the bank 
the following morning was inevitable. 
To meet it there was but six thousand 
dollars in the vaults. The remainder 
of the assets could not immediately be 
turned into ready cash. The' president 
of the bank was at his wits' ends. He 
didn't know what to do. 
Morning 


came and he decided to close the bank. 
He was about to give the necessary or- 
ders when in walked a committee of 
the leading merchants of the place. 
They asked for an explanation of the 
situation. It was given to them and 
likewise an opportunity to look at the 
books. A short examination sufficed 
to show that the bank was only tem- 
porarily embarrassed. 
They said to 


the president: 'You open the doors at 
ten o'clock as usual and pay the de- 
positors; we'll see you through this 
thing.' 'But how are you going to do 
it?' said the president; 'I have but six 
thousand dollars here and there are at 
least thirty thousand dollars in deposits 
to be met. Half of that sum is clam- 
oring on the sidewalk now.' 'Never 
mind, you open the bank and go 
ahead,' said the committee, 'and w» 
will see you through.' 


"Well, the bank was opened and in 


rushed the depositors and out went the 
money. The pile of greenbacks on the 
cashier's desk 
grew smaller and 


smaller and the crowd of depositors 
continued to increase with every 
minute. Still the paying at tha 
teller's window went on. On the side- 
walk the people who had drawn their 
money were met by some of the mer- 
chants who had promised to see tha 
bank through. 
'What are you going to 


do with your money?' they would ask. 
'I don't know,' came the answer. 'Sup- 
pose you leave it with us; you know our 
house and know that we are responsi- 
ble. We will give you a note and s» 
much interest' To the farmers (for 
the 
majority 
of depositors 
were 


farmers) the money in their pockets 
where it drew no interest was of little 
use; they preferred, of course, the 
notes and wero without difficulty per- 
suaded to part with their money. As 
soon as they had received the money 
the merchants would deposit it in the 
batik. The same money was paid over 
the counter three times or oftener in 
the course of the day, and when the 
bank closed at three o'clock in the 
afternoon it had in its vaults as much 
money as it had started with in the 
morning, and with $6,000 it had paid 
over $20,000 of deposits. The prompt- 
ness with which it met the demands of 
the depositors staid the panic and the 
next morning there was not the slight- 
est indication of a run. This is an ab- 
solutely true story," said my inform- 
ant in conclusion, "for I was myself 
the president of that bank. Now can, 
you match that by any thing in the 
East'"'—Washington Letter.
